Dons Citizens Clothes, Goes to Chief 
Kiely and Says He Suspended 
Himself. 


Police Captain, Samuel J. Boyd, indicted 
Tuesday by the federal grandjury on 
thirty counts, charging participation in the 
naturalization frauds, suspended himself as 
captain of the district Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Chief Kiely appointed Capt. E. I’. Creecy 
of the Seventh district to succecd Capt. 
Boyd. 

Capt. Boyd placed the temporary com- 
mand of the district in the hands of Lieut. 
Alphonse Gulon, donned a black sult of 
citizens’ clothes and went direct to Chief 
Kiely’s office at the Four Courts. 

There he announced to the chief that he 
had come to surrender his badge and his 
credentials as a police captain and that he 
stood suspended on his own motion until 
such time as the chief or the Board of 
Police Commissioners should reinstate him. 

The chief's greeting was devoid of cer- 
diality save for the new expression of a 
hope that Capt. Boyd might get out of his 
trouble all right. 

Capt. Boyd declared to the chief that 
he was entirely fnnocent of the charges. 
He said .he never seen a naturalization 
paper, and did not know what one jvoked 
like; that he could not tind the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, where it is charged the 
fraudulent papers were issued, without 
direction, as he was never there; and that 
he was indicted on perjured testimony. 

Capt. Boyd was captain of the Third 
district at the time that the alleged frauds 


were committed. It is charged that he 
organized and controlled the Hebrew Jef- 
ferson Club, and that he ievied tribute 
upon the lawbregkers of the district for 
rt of tle club. 

Capt. Boyd was transferred to the Third 
district by the recent order of the Board 
of Po.ice Commissioners. He har at yari- 
ous times acted as chief of police.

Testimony Connects Negro Man Who 
Committed Suicide Closely 
With Crime. 


NOT ACCUSED IN VERDICT 


Coroner Finds That She Came to Her 
Death at the Hands of Per- 
sons Unknown, 


The- coroner's jury at  Normaridy 
Wednesday afternoon returned a_ verdict 
finding that Mrs. Kate Lauman came to 
her death at the hands of a person or per- 
sons unknown to the jury. 

it further declared that robbery 
the motive, and that the sum of ;

The names of none of the suspects were 
mentioned in the verdict, although the in- 
vestigation was directed largely toward 
completing the chain of circumstances 
which connected Charles Williams, the 
negro who committed suicide in the Clay- 
ton jail because of his fear of a mob, with 
the murder. 

[t was shown that Mrs. 
the Suburban tracks at 3:55; 
a ten minutes’ walk to the scene of the 
murder; that the negro identified as Wil- 
liams was at Mrs. Rarry White's home at 
8:30, and that it was about (fifteen. or 
twenty minutes’ walk from there to the 
scene of the murder. This would bring 
Mrs. Lauman and the negro to the neigh- 
borhood of the scene at about the same 
time. 

Then it was shown that Williams went 
by a ball. game and to one of the houses 
on L. C. Nelson's place, reaching the house 
and talking to Harvey Shannon and Lin- 
colin Rayles about 4:30. It was shown that 
it would have been possible for him to 
climb through the wire fence back of the 
scene of the murder, cross the Nelson 


wooded .pasture, pass the ball game and 
reach the point where he tried to sell a 
revoiver to Shannon after the murder had 
peen committed. 

Among the witnesses at the inquest were 
Mrs. Addie Smith of St. Louis, who told 
ef the visit of Mrs. Lauman to her home 
and her departure at 2:30 o'clock; | Paul 
Vasquez, 2 motorman on the Suburban 
line, who testified to having seen Mrs. 
Lauman at the traks at 3:5 on the day 
of the murder; Mrs. Harry A. White, who 
told of the negio, whom she afterward 
identified as Williams. at her home about 
half an hour before the murder: and 
Shannon and Bayles, who told of Williams’ 
effurt to sell the revolver to them about 
half an hour after the murder. 

It was learned at Normandy Wednesday 
morning that on the Friday night succeed- 
Ing the murder, a horse was stolen from 
Harry A. White, and a pair of brown 
I'nes and two bridles were taken from 
the stable of Louis C. Nelson. The suppc«- 
siticn is that some one connected with the 
murder committed this theft.

ATTACKED AT NIGHT 


, George Lauman of Normandy early 
Wednesday morning came close to meeting 
the fate of his mother, Mrs. Kate Lauman, 
who was murdered recently, presumably by 
someone whose motive was robbery. 

Lauman, in company with W. A. Rich- 
ardson and Gus Hartman, was looking for 
Charles Douglas. a colored man, who is al- 
legéed to have robbed George Howard, also 
colored, of $9 Tuesday evening. The three 
men were in the Normandy schoolheuse 
yard at 2:30 o'clock and Richardson saw 
someone néar the school outbuildings. 

The men watched closely and saw the 
figure move. They lighted their lanterns 
and started to make an investigation. 

When the men got close enough to the 
outbuildings to see that it was a man who 
had aroused their suspicions there was a 
flash from the direction in which the sus- 
Picious character had disappeared and a 
bullet whizzed close to Lauman’s head. 

This shot was followed closely by two 
others. 

Lauman, Richardson and Hartman had 
meanwhile drawn their revolvers and were 
firing at the indistinct figure of their as- 
Ssailant. The duel in the dark continued for 
some minutes and when it ceased thirteen 
shots had been exchanged, but the man 
who caused the shooting had escaped. 
Neither Lauman, Richardson nor Hartman 
had been hit. 

The three men searched about in the 
dark for an hour after the shooting, but 
were unable to obtain any trace of the 
man for whom they were looking. 

The action of the three men in going out 
in search of Douglas was the result of a 
determination to make Normandy a dis- 
agreeable place for evildoers.

CHARGE OF MURI

John Healy, After Varied Adventures, 
Must Answer to Crime Com- 
mitted 17 Years Ago. ° 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Accused of a murder 
committed here 17 years old, John Healy 
was placed on tmal today. 

Former friends and acquaintances, now 
in their old age, who had nearly forgotten 
the man and the deed will recall the storv 
of the old crime and identify Healy, despite 


his changed appearance. 
Healy is said to have shot and killed 


Ferdinand Pommeranz, at the latter's 
home, July 3, 1886. At thé time Healy 
escaped and has since traveled about the 
world. 

In the meantime a murder was commit- 
ted in Kansas City, the victim, being a 
woman, the keeper of a little grocery, wNo 
was shot down by robbers, and Healy, 
under the name of Redmond, was charged 


with the crime. 

After the Kansas City murder he joined 
Roosevelt's Rough Riders. but deserted. 
Later he joined the army and was sent to 
Manila, where he was arrested for the 
Kausas City murder. He was dishonorably 
discharged and returned to face trial. Wit- 
nesses had disappeared, however, and he 
was not convicted of the crime. 

Af@er more wandering he returned to 
Chicago, in the belief that his experiences 
and his advancing years had altered him 
beyond recognition. He was arrested here 
in eonnection with the recent car barn 
murders, but proved an alibi. 

To Policeman af > grhnry of the Deering 
street station he had not changed, and u 
chance meeting revived in the officer's 
memory the face of the man whom he had 
tried to arrest for the Pommeranz murder. 

The day of the murder Healy was in 
Pommieranz’s rear yard praoticing with a 
revolver for the celebration of July 4. Mrs. 
Pommeranz, ill at the time. was disturbed 
by the noise and her husband ordered 
Healy to, put away the weapon. A few 
words were exchanged and Healy, it is 
charged, then killed Pommeranz.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The general 
staff of the army, whose duty it is to pre- | 
pare plans for war with every possible 
antagonist, has concluded that the defense 
of the Monroe doctrine will some day, per- | 
haps sooner than is generally expected, 
cause war between the United States and 

one or more Buropean powers. 

Germany is regarded as the country that 
is most likely to cause trouble. 

When the war comes, tho officers of the | 
general staff believe, many campaigns will | 
be fought in Seuth America. In order that 
comprehensive plans may be prepared in 
advance for the struggle the military re- 
sources of the South American republics 
are belng thoroughly studied 

An exhaustive study of Venezuela, with 
a short side trip to the isthmus of Panama, 
has been completed by Capt. Chauncey B. 
Humphrey of the Tnird Infanry ar First 
Lieut. Ernest V. D. Murphy of the Twenty- 
seventh Infantry. They were sent to Venez- 
vela in June before the general staff was 
formally organized. Their assignment to 
this detail was one of the first acts of the 
provisional general staff and the prompt- 
ness and secrecy with which they were 
sent indicates that some of the staff of- 
ficers belleve that the possiblity of war is 
not remote.

Mr. Nixon was 
a signer and a party to the famous secret 
agreement by which Harris, Gates & Co.

gan’s firm before anybody else’s stock was 
sold. 

There are many secrets connected with 
the Shipbuilding company known to Mr.

For the first time since the proceedings 
began, Mr. Schwab, who is the particular 
target of the present ltigation, was present 
today. 

Mr. Untermeyer wants to swear him in as 
a witness, but he will not be asked to go on 
the stand for several days, probably not 
until next week.

THE RUSHING CZAR. 

Foreign nations continue to give us examplee—unconascious, 
but none the less effective—of how to deal with boodlers. 

Only a week or two ago the seven members of the village 
council of a small place in Hungary were indicted for having 
sold and converted to their own use a valuable tract of forest 
land belonging to the town, Seeing that the facts were against 
them and the situation desperate, these seven men assembled 
hastily, talked the matter over and “ended it all” by com- 
mitting suicide before they left the room. 

Now comes that imperious potentate, the Czar of Russia, 
with another plan. These subjects of Emperor Franz Josef 
took their own lives; when the Great White Czar discovered 
that his privy councillor, Subatoff, chief of the imperial police, 
better known as Russia’s famous secret service, had been 
goilty of inciting riots, even in St. Petersburg, that loot and 
blackmail might be facilitated, and that he had bled wealthy 
citizens for millions of roubles by. means of his high office, he 
hustled him out of the way before he had a chance to com- 
mit suicide and condemned him to a living death in the wilds 
of hiberia.

Not that there is actual conscription in'Eng- 
land, but that, as Frederick Harrison said, “90 per cent of the 
actual producers of wealth have no home that they can call 
their own beyond the end of the week; have no bit of soil, or 
so much as a room that belongs to them; have nothing of 
value of any kind, except as much furniture as will go into a 
cart; have the precarious chance of weekly wages, which 
barely suffice to keep them in health; are separated by so nar- 
row a margin from destitution that a month of bad trade, 
sickness or unexpected loss brings them face to* face with 
hunger and pavperism.” 

Why don’t these people use less soap? American tramps 
are supposed to abhor soap, and everyone knows how prosper- 
ous they are. Jack London and Frederick Harrison should 
go to the Times’ readers for information. 
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Canada’s position with reference to the United States will 


{ not be improved by the petulance of her commissioners, Our 


government committed the American cause to a court a major- 
ity of which was composed of men who naturally might have 
been expected to lean to the side of the Canadians. That the 
Americans won the case is proof not only of the impartiality 
of the English commissioner, Lord Chief Justice Alverstane, 
but of the substantial correctness of the American view. That 
the Canadians are disappointed is natural. But they should 
not bo ill-humored about it. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S DILEMMA, 

In the light of his record as an earnest believer in good 
government President Roosevelt will be expected to judge the 
Bonaparte-Conrad report on its merits and act accordingly. 

Messrs. Bonaparte and Conrad criticise the conduct of R. 
J. Tracewell in passing postal accounts which they claim were 
irregular. The investigntion in this respect tends to confirm 
the charges made last summer by ex-Cashier Tulloch of the 
Washington postoffice. It will be remembered that at that 
thne Postmaster-General Payne denounced the Tulloch charges 
as hot air. 

It is reported that Secretary Shaw threatens to resign if 
President Roosevelt accepts the report as a correct statement of 
department conditions and demands Tracewell’s resignation. 
And [ostmuster-General Payne is said to be of the same 
mind. Their notion that it was a mistake to go outside gov- 
ernmont circles to seek men to handle phases of the postoffice 
situation is not reasonable. Impartiality cannot be expected 
among men who are even remotely connected with or affected 
by an abuse. To assure a report free from the suspicion of in- 
terest it was necessary to go outside the departments said 
to Le involved. 

This case is a test of Mr. Roosevelt’s courage and sincerity 
as a practical good government man. He must choose between 
right and the public welfare on the one side and partisan po- 
litical expediency on the other.

He may not know a word 
of English and may be totally ignorant of 
the duties that are expected of him when 
he first takes his place in the house, but 
through his interpreter he resolutely re- 
fuses to work for less money. His com- 
patriots who understand the language and 
have had experience command from $% to 
$85 a month, and a few of them receive as 
much as $00 a week. In the latter class 
is Seto Kiun, who for the last two years 
has acted as butler in the home of a New 
York society woman. He is unusually in- 
telligent and his employer says he is the 
most able, orderly and reliable servant she 
has ever had. 

As valets and waiters the Japanese are 
considered perfection. They are respect- 
ful, quiet and industrious, and their clean- 


liness ig positively refreshing. One of the. 
most popular employes of a “swell” cafe’ 


in an eastern metropolis is a young Jap- 
anese named Tadahe Abe. He is a prime 
favorite with the proprietor as well as the 
guests and imparts a touch of the pictur- 
esque Orient to his surroundings.

After she had concluded 
her devotions she arose and walked 
away, turnin now and then to gaze 
fondly ypon the modeled features of the 
great statesman, warrior and President.

mentia. The next day, however, at the 
same hour she put in her appearance at 
the monument, where she repeated her 
devotions of the previous day. 

The days that followed always found 
her there at a certain hour in the after- 
noon, and the residents in the neighbor- 
hood and the old park policeman who 
has charge of Garfield place looked upon 
her as a temporary fixture. The old 
woman was earnestly devout and her 
prayerful attitude gained for her,the re- 
spect of all those who saw her. \ 


Knew Garfield 
When He Was Young. 


She has not missed a day since she first 


put in her appearance at the statue. She 
always comes in sunshine or rain. and 
the chances are that she will make her 
daily visits as long as life is left in her 
body. 

There is a story that carries one be- 
yond war times attached to the visits 
and prayers of the old lady. 

Her name is Mrs. Jennie Martson, and 
she lives in the country near Covedale, 
back of Price Hill. She is in her 70s. 
In her.daily pilgrimages to the monu- 
ment she walks to the end of the E)- 
beron avenue line,. boards a car and 
comes to the city. She knew Garfield 
when the latter was a struggling young 
lawyer. She married early in life and 
the two families became quite intimate. 
It was but a little favor that Garfield 
did for her and her husband that won 
for him the everlasting gratitude of the

wife. Mrs. Martson’s husband became 
financially embarrassed and to retrieve 
his losses and start anew he mortgaged 
his home for a few hundred. dollars.. It 
was a humble home at its best. 

The mortgage became due and the 
Martsons were in a fair way to be turned 


out into the cold world, as the holder of 
the mortgage insisted- on gg » It 
was then, when everything looked its 
blackest, that Garfield paid off the mort- 
gage and gave the Martsons a receipt in 
ull. He turned over the house to his 
friends a told them to live. in it the 
rest of their lives, as it was theirs 
again. Shortly after this incident the 
war broke out. Garfleld gained fame in 
Kentucky when he defeated Humphrey 
Marshall. Martson also énlisted and he 
was killed in one of the battles around 
Chattanooga. The widow was compelled 
to leave the old home and come to this 
city, where she has resided for years. 
She watched the triumphant progress of 
her great and good friend Garfield, and 
when he was elected President her cup 
of happiness was filled to the _ brim. 
Then occurred his atrocious assassina- 
tion, and in the declining years of her 
life she pays reverence to the friend of 
her youth by praying at the foot of his 
monument.

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N MAINE WOODS 
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Deer and Moose Are Plentiful and 
New License Law Is No 
Deterrent. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BANGOR, Oct. 21.—Maine’s new game 
law, requiring non-resident hunters to 
pay a license of $15 for the privilege of 
shooting deer and moose, is justified by 
the experience of the first week of the 
season. It has been claimed that the 
license fec would keep many or most of 
the non-residents away, but the returns 
disprove the prediction, the number of 
non-resident sportsmen thus far being 
about the same as in the first week of 
the season of 1902. The receipts of game 
at Bangor, which is the great clearing 
house of the state for moose and deer in 
transit, were greater for the first week 
this year than in the corresponding 
period of 1902, the deer brought down 
numbering 169, against 164 last year, 

The weather thus far has been too warm 
for good hunting, and a heavy rain has 
made traveling in the woods difficult. The 
great influx of hunters will come with the 
opening of the moose season. Reports from 
the north are that there are now in the 
woods a greater number of young bull 
moose than for years past, while large 
bulls seem to be as numerous as in 12. 
Many American hunters who went to New 
Brunswick have had pood luck with the 
deer, but have sent home some very fair 
moose. The fact that a Hcense fee is no 
deterrent to sportsmen is shown by the 
fact that a greater number than usual 
have gone to New Brunswick this year, 
although the license fee there is $30. 

The most exciting moose hunt of the year 
in Maine occurred this week, in close time. 
A buil moose strayed into the barnvard of 
Edward Davis. near the Shaw farin, Moose- 
head Lake, and Davis' ll-year-old son, with 
more courage than judgment, tackféd the 
monster with a pitchfork. The boy jabbed 
the sharppronged fork deep into the flank 
of the moose, and then the moose kicked 
the boy over a henhouse and headed for the 
woods at railrad speed. The boy woke up 
in bed two hours afterward and persons at 
the Shaw farm are awaiting to hear news 
of a bull moose racing toward Canada with 
a pitchfork sticking.in his flank.

She was an English- 
built steamer, and formerly was a ‘“‘tramp.”

The South Portland in September, 1892, 
was so strongly suspected of being a fill- 
buster that she was seized in New York 
harbor on the statement that the cargo

wrecked on Apple Island, near Quebec. 

Capt. John O'Brien—‘‘Daredevil’” and 
“Dynamiter’ O’Brien—commanded the 
South Portland during this eat. 

O'Brien was eften accused of being a 

filibuster and blockade runner. 
There was a mutiny on the South Port- 
land at Skagway in October, 1900. The 
men alleged that the captaineand officeys 
had been drunk on the voyage to Skagway 
and were incompetent to run the vessel, 
which had touched bottom several times 
and narrowly escaped wreck. Fifty mem- 
bers of the Twenty-fourth United: States 
regiment (colored) turned out, charged 
down to the wharf and with drawn bay- 
onets drove the crew aboard ship.
